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Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect to claim 
1, the prior art fails to show or suggest the use of cylindrical plugs with small bore which 
combined with a flexible pipe and inserted into the end of a main cylinder of a therapeutic 
support. Claim 3 as now amended states that the two end third portion bores have a diameter of 
one-quarter inch. In the Allen spinal brace a padded covering is wrapped around the ends of a 
cylindrical insert and forced into the interior of the cylinder to form end bores within the brace, 
see Figure 7 for a cross sectional detail of such. The ends of the cylinder are then closed by 
buttons 22 and 23 as shown in Figures 1 and 2, thereby closing off the ends of the cylinder. 
Therefore the bolster lacks any kind of bore having a one-quarter inch diameter extending into 
the ends of the cylinder, as now set forth in claim 3.
